LAYS ILL-FOUNDED FEARS. 


INCREASED SPECIE HOLDINGS. 


Many Banks That Suspended During 
the Panic Three Years Ago Re- 
sumed Business. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 19.—The 
Treasury,Department has received intima- 
tions of a widespread uneasiness as to the 
condition of banks. In support of his belief 
that there is no ground for want of confi- 
dence in the national banks, Comptroller 
of the Currency Eckels has issued the 
following statement: 

“The national banks of the country are 
fn a very good condition. The experience 
of 1898 is still fresh in the minds of the 
bankers, and, as a result, the reserve is far 


above the average. In the year 1895 there 
was a decided decrease in the specie and 
legal tender notes held by national banks, 
owing to loans and discounts. The specie 
held by the banks on Oct. 2, 1894, which 
amounted to $237,250,654, decrease until 
September, 18%, when it amounted to only 
$196,237,311, the smallest amount held at 
any reported date since July 12, 19%, when 
the amount was $186,761,173. Since that 
time it has gradually increased until it now 
@mounts to about ,000,000. 

“A like decrease also occurred in the 
amount of legak tender notes and United 
States certificates of deposit held by na- 
tional banks during the same period. On 
Oct. 12, 1884, the legal tender and United 
States certificates of deposit aggregated 

,023, but by September, 1895, they 
ad decreased to  $143,366,685. In other 
words all lawful money reserve held by 
the national banks, composed of specie, le- 
gal tender notes and United States certifi- 
cates of deposit for legal tender notes, which 
on Oct. 2, 1894, was $402,894,682, decreased 
until on Sept. 28, 1895, when it amounted to 
nly $340,103,996, the smallest amount of 
flawful money reserve held since July 12, 
1893, when it amounted to $339,254,850. Since 
Beptember, 1895, the banks have been call- 
ing in their loans, until the reserve to-day 
ts approximately $400,000,000. Thus it will be 
seen that the national banks of the 
country are carrying more than the usual 
@mount of cash.”’ 

“In the event of a panic, are the banks of 
@ny particular locality likely to bezhe most 
seriously affected?’ was asked.” 

‘Yes; experience has taught us that in 
the more newly settled sections of the coun- 
try, where speculation in undeveloped -in- 
‘Gustries is fairly indulged in, théré is mbre 
cause) for apprehension as to the solvency 
of the banks. An examination of the sus- 
pensions for, 1893 shows that for the 158 na- 
tional ‘bank associations suspending, only 
three were in the Middle Atlantic States, 
two in New Ylrrk and one in Pennsylvania. 
In thé Southern States there were thirty- 
eight suspensions. The capital stock in- 
vo aggregated $8,815,000. Of these thirty- 
eight suspensions, however, nineteen banks, 
with a total capital stock of $5,630,000, re- 


Sumed business. Of the thirty-eight sus-, 


pensions in the Southern States, twelve oc- 
curred in Texas, six in’ Kentucky, and the 
fame number in Tennessee, The total cap- 
ital stock of those in Kentucky was $3,200,- 
000, and of thiose in Tennéssee, $2,750,000. In 
Kentucky all the banks that suspended, ex- 
cept one with a capital stock of $50,000, were 

ermitted to resume business. Two of the 

anks in Tennessee, with a total capital 
stock of $2,000,000, resumed -business, and 
four were placed in the hands of receivers. 
Four banks in Georgia suspended, and the 
game number in Alabama, with a total cap- 


ital stock of $675,000 and $550,000 respect- |

“The Western States furnished forty-nine 
suspensions, with an aggregate capital stock 
thirty-one resumed 
business, seventeen failed, and one was 
placed in charge of an examiner ro 
resumption of the appointment of a re- 
eeiver.

LIABILITIES EXCEED $150,000 


Trade in Excess of Their Capital and 
Slow Collections Forced the 
Assignment. 


There is quite a family aspect to the fail- 
ure of Pratt, Simmons & Krausnick, whole- 
sale milliners, of 517 and 519 Washington 
avenue. The papers filed at Clayton late 
Friday afternoon name Wm. Maschmeyer 
trustee under a deed amounting to $81,325, for 
the following eight creditors: Fourth Na- 
tional Bank, $45,000; Wulfind, Dickdiede & 
Co., $5,000; J. M. Wulfing, $2,500; Lettie G. 
Wulfing, $2,500; Mrs. E. C, Simmons, $5,500; 
Samuel Danzsger, New York, $2,000; Wm. 


Knoweton & Son, New York, $10,000. 

Besides this Stanley .W.. Simmons filed a

There is another deed on the firm’s stock 
of $4,000 to H. Hoffheimer of New York. 

Five of the ten preferred creditors are 
related to either Mr. Simmons or Mr.

Mr. Stanley W. Simmons got money 
into the firm from his wife and his brother. 

Mr. Walter \R.. Krausnick, who married 
a Miss Dieckriede, seems to have secured 
advances from both the Wulfing and Dieck- 
riede families.

JOHN KELLY LIKES ‘HIS JOB. 


Contractors Swear That He Admitted 
That He Did Dirty Work to 
Hold It.

Percival testified that he was an expert in 
furnace construction. For three years and 
more he had been connected with the Econ- 
omy smoke consumer, owned by himself 
and a Mr. Luedeking. The device is not 
now used in the schools, but witness made 
a@ pro ition to the School Board to put it 
in. The board has been authorizing the use 
of the National smoke consumer, owned a 
year ago by Smith & Pratt, on Wash street, 
near Broadway. The janitor at the Mar- 
quette School told witness that he was 
using there the National consumer. Wit- 
hess examined the furnace there and found 
a@ broken arch showing that the consumer 
had not lasted long. It had been put in 
about six weeks before.

sunny disposition. The hopeless faces of the 
women and children, the sullen despondency 
/of the men, show their actual condition, 
| They have no money, no provisions. They 
‘have no credit at the groceries or butcher 
| Stalls. They owe from $10 to $30 at the gro- 

cers. They pay the Niedringhauses $% a 
|; month rent for their tiny quarters, bu’ they 
are all behind from two to four months, 
, When they get work they will be fully four 
|months getting out of debt. 
| All they have now between them ‘and ac- 
‘ual starvation is five days’ work, at $1.35 
a day. It has been due them for two weeks. 
Last Saturday was the regular pay day, but 
mo money was given out. Some the men 
expect their money to-day; others fear that 
the company will hold out on them for the 
house ren®?. 

The company’s usual procedure is to pay 
two weeks’ wages for three weeks’ work, 
one week’s salary being held to secure the 
payment of rent. 

ne hundred workmen in Granite City 
worked on the five-days shift a fortnight 
ago. The majority of them are in want. 

Groceryman Charies Podeski told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that there was over 
$3,000 worth of credit on books. Half 
of it is total loss, as many families moved 
out of town when the mills cl6sed down. 

He had to shut off credit on those that 
remained after they owed him a sum 
equaling their month’s wages when work- 


ing. 

A tour of the butcher shops brought out 
the fact that the families of laborers had 
given up the Mea of eating meat w 
work stopped. 

This is a picture of the poverty. Below 
there — a touch of the politics which 
causes it. 


The publication in the Post-Dispatch 
earlier in the week of the machinations of 
the Niedringhauses through their tool, 
John Crossman, to coerce éir men into 
voting for McKinley, raised a storm about 
the ears of Postmaster Chase, who is also 
one of the city’s ysicians. 

The doctor has been a rampant silver 
man all along and one of the few men who 
could discuss the question without danger 
of being starved into a change of ideas. He 
was immediately blamed for disclosing all 
the jatormation obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch. : 

One of the reasons for@his was the ab- 
solute denial by John Cr®ssméan, who had 
been quoted extensively, that he had been 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter. He posi- 
tively affirmed that the story, eo far as it 
concerned his interview, in which he told 
how he, as the McKinley Club manager,was 
scering everybody into line, was totally 
untrue, 

This, no doubt, was a very wise thing for 
Mr. Crossman to do. If his employers would 
employ him to bulldoze wor en out of 
their rights as American citizens they cer- 
tainly would not hesitate to discipline a 
man who was indiscreet enough to expose 
all his plans to a newspaper. 

But Mr. Crossman Was seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, although he may not 
have known it at the time. Last Wednesday 
afternoon a Post-Dispatch reporter went 
into Rosenberg’s saloon in Granite City. 
It is in the same building with the head- 

uarters of the McKinley Club. He asked 
the bartender if Mr. Crossman were about. 

Crossman was sitting at a table and heard 
the question. He arose, joined the reporter, 
and then followed the conversation in which 
the Niedringhaus whipper-in made his brags 
about stamping out free silver sentiment 
and oer ey the men fn line, 

He spoke like a man who was proud of the 
work he was doing—anxious to show all 
strangers who happened into town just how 
much and how valiantly he was fighting 
for gold and McKinley.

CARLISLE’S LATEST. 

In Secretary Carlisle’s letter of Sept. 
12, written from Bar Harbor, Me., to Mr. 
James P. Helm of Louisville, Ky., there 
is a clause which has attracted far less 
attention than it deserves. It discloses 
the scheme which the international gold 
st rd ring has had in view from the 
beginning. 

To show its full significance, it is nec- 
essary to quote another letter which 
Secretary Carlisle wrote less than a 
month iago to the Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Congressional Committee: 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 26, 1396. 
Hon. “Charles J. Faulkner, Washington, 

D. C.: 

My Dear Sir—Your favor of the 21st inst. 
reached here during my absence, and hence 
the @elay in answering. 

So far as I have been able to ascertain 
neither the Treasury Department nor any 
Sub-Treasury has ever been called upon to 
redeem silver dollars in gold, and no guch 

lars have been, in fact, redeemed in gold. 
At the Sub-Treasury in San Francisco it 
oftem happened that silver dollars are paid 
out in exchange for gold dollars, and gold 
is paid out in exehange for silver dollars 
in small amounts, but this simply occurs in 
the ordinary transaction of business at 
that place and for the purpose of accommo- 
dating the public with money of small de- 
nominations when needed, and for securing 


nominations when needed. It is not.in any 
sense of the term a redemption of the sil- 
ver. dollars iin gold or the gold in silver. 
The result of all these transactions at that 
Sub-Treasury is that the Government gains 
much more gold than it loses. Very truly 
yours, J. G. CARLISLE. 

This letter completely refutes the claim 

made by Republican and other gold stan- 
dard speakers that the silver dollar is 
kept at a parity with gold because it is 
redeemed by the ‘Treasury in gold on 
demand. It is evident that Secretary 
Carlisle was promptly notified of the fact 
that he had knocked one of the most 
valuable props from under the gold stan- 
dard argument. So in his letter to Mr. 
Helm, under date of Sept. 12, he says: 
“Whenever he (the Secretary of the 
Treasury) shall be satisfied that the sil- 
ver dollar|cannot be kept equal in’ pur- 
chasing power with the gold dollar ex- 
cept by receiving it in exchange for the 
gold dollar when such exchange is de- 
manded, it will be his dutygo adopt that 
course.’’ 
Here the full meaning of the gold stan- 
dard campaign is revealed. Not content 
with stopping the coinage of silver, what 
has already béen coined is to besdegraded 
from its position as legal tender equally 
with gold, as the law has made it, and 
is to be placed on the same level with 
greenbacks and Treasury notes. Here- 
after, if the Cleveland-Carlisie-Roths- 
child-Pierpont Morgan policy fs contin- 
ued, when the syndicate bankers want 
to raid the Treasury gold reserve, they 
will not have to provide themselves with 
greenbacks and Treasury notes alone. 
They can do it just as effectively with 
silver dollars or silver certificates. 

With silver as well as greenbacks and 
Treasury notes redeemable in gold on 
demand, at least $200,000,000 of new bonds 
will have to be issued every year to 
“maintain the gold reserve.”
